Camptoii, Kt., July 2(1 — In my last I 
gave you tbo tradition of the i^wift silver 
mine. I have hoard sovoral Torsioas of It, 
one of them at Icnst jriven by 'the oldest 
inhabitant.' But that whioh I wrote was 
fttmistaod mo by a romarkablo woman, 
whom I met here, Perkins by name. She 
is fifty-four years of ags and claims to be 
in possosston of aa original ehart drawn 

by Swift nnd left by him in the jio' si-ssion 
of her ancestors, on which are given as 
nearly as ho oaa approximate it tbo lati* 
tu le and totiitituie of his mine and the jdiy- 
sictil features of its locality. Bcr grand or 
great grand paronto, I forgot whioh, were 

faiuiliar ac.|Uiiiiilr\n 'OS of t!ie doUnr ui'iker. 
wlio wa« iloMiiciIe(| with theoi after he lie- 
ciinie blind. Mrs. 1*. wns edueiiu^d lilier- 
iilly in Louixville, where (die h.'is a marrie.l 
daiigliter. So tirin was the belief in the 
exi.steuce of Swift's mine, in her fiiniily, 
and so nearly did tho ehart alluded to 
seem to tz iu looality that Mrs. P. and 
ber husband awTod lato Wolf oovity, with 
tho view aad fai tbo oxpootaUoa of finding 
tho mine. Ouldod by tbo ohart, they 
located in the very heart of that wild soli- 
tude, which aa I said, has since been 
named " the Calalioose." They erected a 
comfortable log house, ami entered ujion 
their search for the mine. Twenty two 
years ago her husband died, and tho 
daughter having married and settled in 
L.uuisville, the old lady was left ab>ne to 
prosecute the search. That has been the 
one object of ber oxistoooe all thoso yoArs. 
She has elimbod all ovor tho oliffs and ex- 
plored perhaps every chasm. With the 
mail oanrier ror a guide, the writer met her 
by appointment. .Vt the summit of a 
broken ridge we tied our horses. A thous- 
auii teet below us ran Swift s t'reek. We 
could not -ee it si the ba^e of the frcejtoiie 
clitN. I 'escciol in g by a sheep piiih. 
sumelimej un'ler thn hot sun on the 
shelving HideH of the cHlf, sometimes hist 
in semi-darkness in the caverns, we made 
our tedious descent to the rendexvous. Two- 
thirde of the way down I looked up to the 
right whore petpondioular sandstono olifTs 
roso somo firo hundred fMt above our 
level. Hero wo wero Joined by a ragged 
young mountaineer, wbo appeared to be a 
(•nrt of body guard or servant of the old 
lady. 1 stopped Io take a breathing spell 
and wipe the perspiration Jfrom my brow, 
HUd a i|ue:<tion was supnesleii. 

••Mow," 1 ini|uireil, •'dors she manage to 
climb alioiii among these rocks?" 

-Do you see that ledge.'" asked the 
youth, while pointing to the precipice 
mentioned, I saw a fine on the face of it 
about 800 ibal aboro, which might bo a 
ledgo. "Well, sir, I've sied her thar. 
Thar aint nowhere she • on't go." said bo, 
in admiring tones. L<,..u still farther, 
and about twenty feet ai)ove the bed of 
the sire.im we o.ossed the f:orge 
iiti a lalieii pin*" Ireo. Sitting on the othet 
81' le ^^lls I lie old ladv, 'imusiiig herself w itl. 
a soliiaiy eoiiipaniou, a huge turtle. I 
found her well educated and intelli:'ent. 
(ieology was her fort undslie talked learn- 
edly of the formation of the Cuniberland«. 
She had, as sho supposed right there foiuid 
^ tho hMolity of Bwift'o miao, but throiigh 
flnanoial ombarrassaoat waa without tno 
moans of otakiag a ohaft. Sho polatod out 
the oxaot spot, at aba supposed, where 
Swift had sunk bis ibaft and also of the 
furnace where be h.id smelted his ore. The 
former had been filled up and the accumu- 
lations of nearly a ucntury deposited over 
'It. Along in her log tenement comfortably 
furnished, with her library for a eojipanion, 
lives the lone woman of the wilderness. 
1 1 Near theVlocality runs the old Indian 
trail from tho ssouih of the Big Saad/ ta 
the Three Foi%ial the Kentuofcy. Aloag 
this trail aro ladlaa aoaatains 
and signs fanuBMrabla. Mraa t ad by 
a gdide tbo writer atMok that aaoloat 
highway of the aborigialoe. Tbo flrtt evi- 
dence of it occurs less than two miles from 
Campton, its direction being west of south, 
and running along the eummits of succes- 
sive ridges. Where it loft the spur of a 
ridge, there waa a fao« of bare ruck at an 
inclination of about forty-tive degrees. 
Fiom the top to the bottom of this were 
out foot holds for the ponies to descend and 
olimb it. Along the summits the path is 
yot diaUaotly marked, Mmotimeo by bare 
rook whloh tbo alouoat hava kept by the 
boofh of poaioo aad tho moooasins of the 
rod men. For milee on either sids are 
traces of the tribes that year after year, 
w*ut down into the neutral territory, the 
great wilderness, the dork and bloody 
ground, to bunt or fight with the enemies 
among the southern tribes. Turkey feet 
are found carved on the fkce of fi-eestono 
oliffs, with deer heads, arrow beads and 
sometimes the crude head of a warrior. 
What were the significance of tbesOMTOral 
"ladiaa ilgaa" oara that they w«a 
both war aad haatlag slgaii It 
aot kaowa. Horo aad thora upoa 
the tuBunita aro to bo Ibnad 
the ealraa of the warriors who havs sn- 
tered upon their post mortem journey to 
the bap]>y hunting fields. Whenever 
found they are at once dispoiled, so that it 
is ditficult to find one intact. What, with 
the pure streams well supplied with fish, 
the wild flowers and flowering shrubs in- 
numerable, the ooel, pure atmoophere and 
the grand scenery, it l^a wonder that the 
Cumberlands aro aot moro flroquontly via* 
Itod ia tummar bj artittt, tporttmoa aad 
othvt.

w.is sentenced Friday afternoon by . Judge 
Cole, to be huung on the fourth day of 
next September.
